3. By above-mentioned election, cancellation of claims and amendments to the 
claims, applicants have limited the scope of invention to the subject matter of Group III. 

4. The closest prior art of record reference Warpehoski et al teach sulfonyl 
hydroxamic acids as MMP inhibitors with a core:"Substituted phenyl-S02-CH2-CH (- 
CH2-S) 2-Phenyl)-CO-NH-OH". 

5. The reference does not indicate or suggest to arriving at the instant invention 
with a core:" Substituted pheny-S/S02-Alkylene-CH (-CH2-2, 5-dioxO or 2,4-dioxo-1- 
imidazolidinyl)-CO-P wherein P _ OH or -NHOH".
